In the entire State, 2,241, 483 
qualified voters’ failed to cast their bal- 
lots, ‘while 2,898,511 exercised their 
franchise. 

Detailed Program Adopted. 

In this city the work of bringing the 
satay at homes to the registration places 
will be' conducted under ‘the supervision 
of the Coordinating Council, of which 
Alton B, Parker, once the Democratic 
nominee for. President, is the:head. At 
a meeting last week the Council adopted 
a detailed program of, activities cover- 

‘ing eighteen different lines of business 
or endeavor. In some respects these ac- 
tivities are designed to make themselves 
felt throughout the entire country., 

Hotels and restaurants, for instance, 
were enlisted in the work and asked to 
print on their menu cards notices talling 
attention to the registration and urging 
their patrons to take advantage of .the 
opportunity. to.quaiify as. voters, and to 
put slips in the mail boxes of their 
guests calling attention to the absentee 
voting laws of thirty-four.

STABILIZING RAILWAY WORK. 

The Association ‘of Railway Execur 
tives on Sept. 18 appointed a committee 
to devise some practicable method for 
the stabilization .of employment. on 
American railroads: At a meeting held 
in Washington last week, the committee 
discussed the situation and began active 
work in. the: preparation of a definite 
program: to be submitted for approval at 
a meeting Of the association next month. 
Apart from the fact that such a plan 
will directly affect some 2,000,000 em- 
ployes on the roads represented by the 
association, and indirectly 2,000,000 more 
| workers in’ industries dependent on the 
railroads, it will have a marked effect 
on. the attitude of employers generally 
toward seasonal operation. and labor 
unionism. . 

Obviously in this move. the main ob- 
jective of the railroads is to secure bet- 
ter morale among their shop-craft ‘em- 
ployes; to develop an esprit de‘ corps, 
and a loyalty without which efficient 
production is impossible. The thing goes 
back to. the shop-crafts strike of 1922. 
However unjustified that -action may 
have been, it disclosed a lamentable lack 
of team-work between management and 
men. The railroad executives were not 
slow to see this implication; and, after 
the strike was either settled or broken, 
they set about, e in his own way, 
remedying the situatio 

On the Baltimore & Ohio Mr. DANIEL 
WiLuarp settled with his men on the 
basis of the! “ Baltimore» Agreement,” 
which; recognized the shopmen’s unions 
even if it did not accede to their de- 
mands.-* He immediately undertook to 
build up morale in his shops by a bold 
experiment in industrial relations. With 
the assistance of WILLIAM H. JOHNSTON, 
President of thé machinists’ union, he 
conéluded an understanding—-which had 
been projected before thé strike occurred 
—with System Federation No..30 of the 
Railway Employes Department of the 
American Federation of Labor, whereby 
the’ unions ‘have assumed joint responsi- 
bility for. improved ‘shop: operation, in- 
creased production, safety measures and 
the elimination of waste. For the man- 


the. resulting economies. count for the 
men in steady employment throughout 
the year. The plan was tried first in 
the Glenwood shops’ and has proved. so 
satisfactory to both parties that it has 
since been extended to all the shops om 
the road. 

For the Delaware & Hudson, . Presi- 
dent Loree. steered’ a different course.

visibly increasing. The La Follette move- 
‘ment is showing greater strength than 
the best ‘judges thought. possible two 
months ago. -They do. not entertain the 
slightest fear that Senator.La FoLLerrs 
may be elected, or come anywhere near 
being, but only that he may secure. 
enough electoral votes to prevent either 
s President .CooLipce‘or Mr. Davis :from 
_ obtaining a majority. It is this possi- 
bility which makes the Republican mana- 
gers nervous. In casting about for some 
way to avert the peril, they have hit 
upon the device of asking Democrats to 
vote for Mr. COooLIDGE so as. t6 make- 
sure of his election. This is a trifle cool 
on their part, since the great difficulty 
is .of Republican creation.  Indignant 
Democrats might well resent a demand 
that they should. be called upon to help 
“pull the. Republicans out of the pit 
whigh they themselves had digged. But 
let that pass. 

The real question now raised is how 
,. best: to bring about a shift of votes 
which might insure a majority’ in the 
Electoral] College. This would / involve 
primarily the doubtful States. There are 
certain States which are irremovably

rs in the Republican. But the par 
ticular “weakness of this Republican 
appeal lies ‘in the ifact that, if the elec- 
“toral votes won by Senator La*FoL.errTe 
turn out-to be as numerous as now pre- 
dicted, the addition of all the doubtful 
; States—New. York, New Jersey, Indiana 
and Ohio—to the list voting for Mr. 
‘CoottIpce would not be enough to elect 
‘him. On the _tontrary, the, transfer of 
three of them to the Democratic column 
would mean an election. Assigning to 
Mr. DAvis, as most impartial estimates 
now do, all the Southern and - border 
States, he would have an electoral vote 
of 189. Add Ohio, New York and In- 
| diana, and he would have 278, .or.7 
more than a majority. Substitute New 
Jersey for hridiana, and he would have 
272 electoral votes, or 6 more then 
necessary. 

This whole spegulation proceeds épon 
‘the assumption that there are in. the 
doubtful States a sufficient number of 
voters to turn them one way or the 
other, according as it may be believed 
that the best interests of the country 
‘require. The avoidance of & deadlock in 
the Electoral College is such an interest. 
But it is possible to show mathemati- 
cally and folitically that this interest 
would be miost surely preserved by a 
‘turning of detached voters in the doubt- 
ful States to Mr. Davis.” Even if they 
went to Mr. Coonmce they would net 
certainly give him a majority. But they’

THE LITTLE NATIONS. 


Something more than the accident of 
personality will account for the outstand- 
ing, réle played by Epuarp BENgs in the 
framing of the Great Protocol at Geneva. 
His success in reconciling differences of 
opinion between the large Powers may 
be due to his own remarkable, talents. 
His policy was dictated by the necessities. 
of his position as Czechoslovakia’s For- 
eign Minister and as spokesman for the 
Little Entente. It is by no* means his 
first appearance’ as peacemaker, On 
several occasions. when the European 
skies were heavy Benes took a train, 
now for Paris, now for London, now for 
Rome..- The little nations in the Balkans 
fired the spark that :set Europe ablaze. 
The. little nations: have been working 
hard since the armistice for peace and 
reconstruction. 

The purely selfish reason would be 
that the little nations have got all they 
expected, and more than they expected, 
out of the war, and now want to preserve 
the status quo. It has become the fashion 
to describe the European problem of the 
last five ‘years as a conflict between 
British and French policy and. interests: 
The true description would be a conflict 
of policies represented, by Great Britain 
‘and. France. The things France: has 
stood for are not exclusively of im- 
portance for France, Her interests are 
inseparably bound up with those of 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Yugoslavia ‘and 
~Rumania...These four nationg.live today 
becatise France was victorious. 
would‘ be non-existent if Germany had 
won. To ‘ppeak: of these nations as 
““ satrapies” of France, as slaves behind 
the French chariot, is’  twaddle.

Last Winter an experiment was made 
by the Extension Department of Colum- 
bia University, beginning in a most 
venturesome way by broadcasting lec- 
tures on RospertT BROWNING and princi- 
ples of psychology... The Bishop of 
Blougram sat not. alone with Gigadibs 
in making: his familiar Apology. Nor 
alone did they cross the “ocean of the 


world,” “each in his cabin of a life,” |. 


for a. six months’ imaginary voyage. 
Thousands, indeed, accompanied them 
and without hearing the captain’s cry 
forbidding the taking of their pianos, 
their marble baths, their -Correggios, 
Whatever one had in one’s home one 
might take in journeying with such com- 
panions by radio. Evidently this was 
done by many, and with such success 
that other courses are planned for this 
year, though for the most part of a more 
domestic and practical nature. 

New York University. has planned a# 
wider range of subjects...The “ Radio 
Faculty” will entrust to the air every 
weekday evening, in sequent courses, 
lectures that begin this c¥rrent week 
with archaeology, and in December, just 
before Christmas, reach the civilization 
that has been developed in our day. One 
does not have to accumulate Carnegie 
units to matriculate in these courses, nor 
to pass the college entrance examinations, 
nor meet the college dean or bursar. The 
courses are open to all without fee, as 
those of ABELARD were to his thousands 
of disciples. But one can sit under one’s 
own roof and “take” them, instead of 
making long journeys to hear them in 
crowded and perhaps ill-ventilated lec- 
ture rooms or assembly halls, or engag- 
ing rooms in a near-by dormitory. These 
“Colleges in the.Air” are the new “ free. 
academies ” of America.

-WARES: OF THE LIBRARIES. 


_A public library lately projected in 
the English city of Bath is to refuse 
shelf room to the ordinary run of cur- 
rent fiction. It will be decidedly a dif- 
ferent place from that other Bath library 
where Lydia Languish drew her favorite 
novels. It will differ likewise from the 
general run of libraries as they are 
today. 

The office of public libraries as dis- 
pensers of light fiction has-been thrust 
upon them. The standard library cata- 
logue system reserves about one-ninth of 
its book numbers for novels and stories. 
But the actual shelf room devoted to 
books of this class is apt to exceed one- 
ninth, and books of fiction are .drawn 
oftener than any other. Those in charge 
obey a distinct public demand. They do 
not control the reader’s taste. The read- 
er’s taste controls them.: 

The cost of. supplying fiction natural- 
ly swells the expense account. Libraries 
lack money. New York, familiar with 
the difficulty that its own library en- 
counters in getting a going allowance, 





learned recently from ‘the remarks of: 


CaRL B. RopEN at the commencement of 
the Library. School that libraries’ gener- 
ally lack the degree of public support 
that those in charge of them deem ade- 
quate.’ New York’s may be an extreme 
case, but Mr. RopEen, who is at the head 
of the Chicago Public. Library, intimated 
that other cities allow less than the high 
importance of the library as an educa- | 
tional institution might justly win it.

ADDED COST OF GARMENTS. 


Present Buying and Selling Methods 
Are Big Factors in It. 


Several things are contributing to the 
excéssively heavy overhead of ready-to- 
wear manufacturers, and thus are mak- 
ing it nécéssary for them to ask more 
for their garments than would other- 
wise be the case. Among these things is 


the need of maintaining traveling sales- |' 


“. with the pga success met 
with on the road , many. of thése men 
through no fault of their own. The em- 
ployment of traveling men would not bé 
so expensive if it were possible for them 
to go on the road-only at stated in- 
tervals, when they forse: | be. reasonably 
sure of booking enough business to 
en, their cost to the house,but un- 
resent garment buying conditions 

this is impossible. 


Another factor in the present high 
f manufacturing is the continu- 
ance of special order business, in which 
retailers send orders for special sizes 
Aahd styles of garments in accordance 
the demand of some one of their 
customers. To fill such orders makes 
it necessary to halt.quantity production 
that is profitable tn order to produce 
garments one by one. Requests for spe- 
cial garments are numerous enough to 
interfere seriously with the ‘bulk pro- 
duction on which the maintenance of low 
costs depends. If these. orders are held 
back until enough come ‘in to make 
their filling justifiable from a manufac- 
turing standpoint, the producer is faced 
with the, probability of complaint be- 
cause of/ failure to deliver the. single 
garments at once. 

Also of importance in its effect on in- 
creasing overhead is the uneven distri- 
bution of .orders which now revails. 
There is too much “shifting of gears’’ 
in the present custom of buyers placing 
very small orders and then coming into 
the market late in the season with de- 
mands that are hard to meet imme- 
diately. When this is done, according to 
Executive Chairman M.. Mosessohn of 
the United Women's Wear League of 
America, the manufacturers are forcell 
to turn out in a couple of months the 
garments that. should be roduced 
throughout the entire year’ e only 
solution of the problem lies, he says, in 
yon pes cooperation between buyers and 
sellers, 


FRENCH LINEN INDUSTRY. 


Less Flax Produced, and Reduction 
in the Cloth Exports. 


A falling off in the domestic produc- 
tion of flax with a corresponding de 
crease in exports of raw flax to Bel- 
gium for retting constitute a leading 
development in the French linen indus- 


try as. comparéd with pre-war condi- 
tions. There haye also been large de- 
elines in imports of hackled~ flax, ac- 
cording to reports made to’ the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, and also in exports 
of yarns and fabrics, while imports: of 
the latter have been. increasin 

The decline in flax. production has 
been progressive and is dué to the han 
labor pensar y and the competition of 
the Russiah fibre.. The price of. Rus- 
‘sian flax, dativered in France, which 
must be paid for in pounds sterling, is 
also pantie responsible for the decrease 
in linen yarn and cloth exports &s com- 
pared. with before the war. There has 
likewise. been a marked decrease in the 
French consumption ofeinen products, 
which is held due to the relatively high- 
er price of linen, The French = Tinen 
plants were almost all destroyed during 
the war, but a large number of them 
have -been restored. \

N this first of three essentially 
autobiographical volumes that 
are being published under the 
general title “Le Faville dei 
Magtio”’ (Sparks from. the 
Blacksmith’s Hammer), the author 
poses béfore the ‘world in the alto- 
gether—and no little courage it 
should have required of him to do 
so, for wher disrobed he does not 
emerge in-the faultless proportions 
of an Apollo. 

To. modesty and timidity, indeed, 
d'Annunzio has never laid claim. In 
his preface, complaining that the 
“false modesty’’ of Francesco Pe- 
trarea annoys him, and pointing un- 


‘blushingty to himself in contrast as 


a writer, he deelares: “My audacity 
is withoug limits, as my comrades 
in battle know. But this sort of 
audacity is much more difficult and 
race than that which in the great 
war so often led me on where no 
living man had preceded me."’ 

Egotism 
characterized the. poet even in boy- 
hood; he himself telly us that his 
preceptors, with liberal punishments, 
repeatedly called his attention to it 
as a besetting sin; and it would cer- 
tainty be affectation in a volume 
like this. professing to reveal him- 
self to himself—and incidentally to 
the world—for him even to attempt 
te conceal it.

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GOOD RAILWAYS AND BAD BUSES 


Or the Revenge of the Time Upon the Locomotive That Destroyed the Stage Coach 





By HELEN BULLITT LOWRY 


FLYING DUTCHMAN of a 
train, three coaches long, 
speeding by — empty — not 
a head at a window. The 

railroad offictal who was with me 
swore softty. 

Fie swore because today it is no 
uncommon experience for a train to 
carry two coaches, a baggage car, a 
club car, an engine, six railroad em- 
ployes, a worried, dusky porter who 
does not know where his next tip is 
coming from—and not a single pay- 
ing passenger. It's as lonely a sight 
as are the long, unfurling empty 
miles of the deserted Erie Canal that 
once was teeming with shipping. 

It was on such a ghostly train that 
i went from Duluth to Minneapolis. 
There were three passengers travel- 
ing on passes. 1 was the only cash 
customer. Through the observation 
car window I watched the ribbon of 
macadam road as it stretched its 
smooth length beside the raiis from 
village to village and from city to 
city. On its surface motor buses 
rumbled along Iike gigantic bugs. 
Each motor bus was fairly stuffed 
with passengers. The conductor who 
was taking up my lone fare looked 
mournfully over my head out of the 
window.

The Womanless Eden of Mount Athos With 


Its Many Monasteries 


By CHARLES DEXTER MORRIS 


T was Sir Harry Lauder who 
suggested to me the idea of a 
Summer’s vacation in the Greek 
monasteries. We were sitting 

on the bowling green at. Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s estate near Lon- 
don, discussing the high cost of liv- 
‘ing. Sir Thomas was nagging Sir 
Harry a bit (as is his custom) about 
the latter’s reputation for parsi- 
mony. 

“I know just the place we ought 
to go for our Summer vacation,"’ 
said Sir Harry, accepting the chal- 
lenge. ‘“‘It’s Greece. There are 
hundreds of old monasteries down 
there, I am told, where ancient cus- 
tom prescribes that any guest may 
‘come and stay as long as he likes, 
without money and without price. 
Board- and lodging are free, and the 
lonely monks regard a visitor, even 
@ penniless one like ourselves, as a 
heaven-sent reward after their long 
days of fasting.” 

Two years later, when I found my- 
self idling across Greece at the sea- 
son when balmy Spring begins to 
pass ineyitably into the sultry heat 
of the Near Eastern Summer, I re- 


membered that whimsical London 
conversation, and decided to try Sir 
Harry’s formula. 
There are monasteries in all parts 
f Greece,.a heritage from the Mid- 
-die Ages. The Meteora monasteries 
in Thessaly are perhaps the most 
picturesque, set high in the sky on 
steepled pinnacies of rock which rise 
a thousand feet or more sheer from 
“the fertile plain below. The monas- 
teries of the west coast are more 
dainty, mounted like jewels against 
the magenta waters of the Adriatic. 








pense of my pilgrimage averaged 
less than $8 a week, and this amount 
went mainly for travel expenses. 
In some of the more wealthy mon- 
asteries the lodging was excellent 
and the fare superb. In the smaller 
institutions, where the war has seri- 
ously cramped income from rentals 
or tithes, the bed and board were 
simple and plain, like the ‘‘Golden 
Rule’’ fare of the American orphan- 
ages throughout the Near East. 
Every monastery has its own farm 
or farms, worke@ by the ‘“‘broth- 
ers." Mutton is the standard meat 
diet. and the bread is baked from 
home-made whole-wheat flour. 
Every monastery has its own wines 
and liqueurs, fabricated with rev- 
erent hands from century-old vines 
on sun-kissed slopes. The language 
of the poet is excusable and indeed 
necessary in speaking of monastic 
vintages. Probably nowhere in the 
world can be found a mellower spirit 
than the priceless‘ ‘‘ouzo"’ which is- 
preserved in the cellars of these 
Greek monasteries, distilled perhaps 
seventy or eighty years ago. The 
finest liqueur in Greece happens to 
be found in the monastic vaults of 





Xero-Potam!i, on Mount Athos, and 


curiously enough, the name of this‘ 
institution, translated, means 
**Never Dry.” 

Mount Athos, in the good old days 
before the war, had a pqpulation in 
its hundred monasteries of 50,000 
persons, half of whom were tran- 
sient pilgrims. Today many of the 
institutions have been abandoned 
and the whole population of the 
peninsula is probably less than 3,000. 


One of the Hutidred- Monasteries 








and Egypt and Russia have ceased. 
At one of the larger monasteries 
the visitors’ book showed only thirty 
guests in twelve months. Eight of 
these were Americans, naval officers 
and Near East Relief workers who 
had strayed that way in some pleas- 
ant line of duty.

has set foot on Mount Athos. It. is 
the bachelor’s paradise. Not even 
female animals are permitted to 
cross the frontier, and the monasticy 
flocks and herds must do their mat- 
ing and multiplying on the distant 
mainland. The furry dog which I 
took ashore with me, a Chinese 
chow with the dignity and lordliness 
of his race, had to pass 
the sex-inquiring scrutiny of a guard 





at the timbered wharf before he 
earned the right of entry. 

In the centre of the peninsula is 
@ little town which is the capital 
of this monastic republic. Its eight 
hundred inhabitants are all men, 
which gives it an atmosphere dif- 
ferent from any other village in the 
world. Yet. it isa spotless town, 
and its cassocked inhabitants seem 
able to perform all the tasks of a 
Progressive municipality without 
serious handicap. There is a main 
street with twenty little shops, clean 
of porch and scrupulously neat ‘be- 
neath their beetling eaves. There 
are tailors and grocers and candle- 
stick makers. There are several lit- 
tle monastic’ industries, chiefly for 
the manufacture of icons, sacred rel- 
ics and rosaries, which are exported 
to all parts of the world and form 
one of the chief supports of the 
monasteries. 

Hundreds of monks devote their 
leisure time to woodwork, making 
statues, souvenirs and curiously 
fashioned ‘‘back scratchers,"’ which 
are said to be widely used through- 
out the Near East. On one of my 
visits into the town I recklessly pur- 
chased a round dozen back scratch- 
ers, costing two drachmas (4 cents) 
each, and sent one of them for old 
time’s sake to Sir Harry. I even 
tried them myself, and found them 
very effective and comforting, en- 
abling one to reach the most re- 
mote and. inaccessible portions of 
the anatomy with comparative ease. 
On the other’hand, I discovered that 
the possession of this --valuable 
instrument undoubtedly increased 
one’s inclination toward back 
scratching, and I finally discarded 
it as likely to lead to the formation 
of a habit that might be misunder- 
stood in Western society.

and fascinating Summer vacation I 
recommend the Greek monasteries. 
The language difficulty is a handi- 
cap, and unless one possesses a 
working knowledge of modern Greek 
he must provide himself with an in- 
terpreter, for there are few monas- 
teries where either English or 
French is spoken. The would-be visi- 
tor must also be a good mountain 
climber and he should be inured to 
travel on mule-back for many long 
hours.

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COWS AND MUSIC DISRUPT INDIA 


“No peace as long as Mohammedans Kill the Sacred Animals and 
the Hindus play in front of mosques.” 


By SAVEL ZIMAND 


HERE can be neither peace 
nor unity in India as long as 
Mohammedans kill cows and 
Hindus play music in front of 

mosques, 

‘tImagine a land,” said a British 
friend to me in Delhi, “‘where people 
are mufdered, houses are burned, 
places of worship are sacked and 
other acts of crime and violence are 
committed because of Hindu music 
and ‘Mohammedan cow slaughter, 
and you may understand the great 
difficulties that confront us.’’ 

-Moslems sacrifice cows in their re- 
ligious rites. To the Hindu the cow 
‘is’ sacred, and beef eaters of the 
world may be interested to know 
why. One authority has explained 
tha? it.arose as a means for protect- 
ing India against the danger of being 
left without agricultural animals. If 
cattle in that populous country were 
killed for food in times of stress, 
agriculture would be unable to take 
a’new start. The people, however, 
renounced: meat eating, not because 
they grasped the ‘situation, but be- 
cause lawgivers made it a religious 
duty. At certain fairs Hindus have 
made attempts to dispossess forcibly 
Mohammedans of cows in their pos- 
session. 

What the killing of a cow is to the 
Hindu the playing of music in front 
of a mosque is to the Mohammedan. 
Hindus love music upon. all occa- 
sions, and it is obligatory for their 
marriage and birth ceremonies, 
which generally cali for street pro- 
cessions. Traversing the whole town, 
these processions are apt to pass 
mosques. 

The Mohammedan dislikes music 
almost as much as the Hindu enjoys 
it. He demands silence during his 
hours for prayers. To him it is 
sacrilege if the peace is disturbed 
near his house of worship, and when 
Hindus refuse to stop their music in 
front of mosques trouble begins. 

Other religious customs of the Mo- 
.hammedans and Hindus contribute 
to atrocities committed by one 
against the other. Violence is pro- 
voled if Mohammedans cut branches 
from the bo or pipul tree (Figua 

The Hindus believe that 
this tree, . that 
its 
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@ most heinous crime, is a -religious 


duty with the 70,000,000 Moham- 
medans of India, No less a person 
than Mahatma Gandhi loves and 
adores. the cow more than ‘‘Swaraj.” 
Gandhi said: ‘‘My prayer ascends 
daily to God Almighty that my ser- 
vice-of a cause I hold to be just 
may appear so pleasing to Him that 
He may change the hearts of the 


-Mussulmans and fill them with pity 
-for their Hindu neighbors and make 


them save the animal the latter hold 
dear as life itself.” ‘‘What have 
you to say to this, Hakim Saheb?’ 
I asked. 

. The Hakim Saheb was much 
moved, and said: ‘‘Bakra-Id is the 
religious” festival in which Mussul- 
mans perform their pilgrimages 
around their holy places in Mecca. 
At this festival they have to sacri- 
fice some animal in pursuance of the 
sacrifice of Abraham, the Mussul- 
mans of India being too far away 
from Mecca to go to the city of 
Ajmir. But’ neither the text of the 
Koran nor tradition enjoined the 
slaughter of a cow. In Turkey, 
Egypt, Syria and Persia when a cow 
might be sacrificed without offense 
to any one a sheep is préferred.” 

“Why, then, the preference for 
the cow in India?” . 

“Simply because,” answered the 
Hakim, ‘‘the goat and sheep are 
much more expensive in India than 
the cow, and the Mussulman cannot 
afford the price of a sheep. But the 
Koran specifies that the sacrifice is 
not necessary for the poor. And the 
Mussulmans are so poor that they 
cannot afford even a cow.” 

“If, as you say,”’ said I, ‘“‘the poor 
cannot afford the price for the sacri- 
fice of a cow, why do they do it?” 

“Because all people are not actu- 
ated by common sense and good feel- 
ing,’’ said the Hakim. 

The absence of common sense does 
not apply to India alone, and yet 
people do not start national riots be- 


cause of a cow. And if it was not} dus. 


the cow it would be the goat. For 
Hindus object to the killing of any 
animals. They do not approve of the 
European beef eaters any more than 
they do of their Mussulman breth- 
ren. Yet I was provided with too 
much beef as guest of the Maharaja 
of Mysore. Mohammedans do not 


eat bacon, and yet I had my bacon 





I asked the learned Pundit Madan 
Mohan Malaviya, who, like Mr. 
Lajpat Rai and other Hindu leaders, 
is not much trusted by the Moham- 
medans. He is head of the “Hindu 
Mahasabha (Great Hindu Society), 
an organization to defend Hindu re- 
ligion and civilization, to remove 
social weaknesses and to raise -the 
Hindu community to a plane where 
it can’ move in equal status with 
other communities.” It is an organi- 
zation_which the Mohammedans do 
not view with good eyes. In Moslem 
quarters it is maintained that it is a 
militant organization which tries to 
convert Moslems to Hinduism. One 
of the features of the organization is 
the prosecution of physical culture, 
and some Mohammedans feel that 
the intention behind this physical 
training is to prepare the Hindus 
for action against Mussulmans. 

This *‘Mahasabha” is reclaiming to 
its fold the 70,000,000 Hindus from 
India, Persia and Afghanistan con- 
verted to Islam, and the Moslems 
through their organization try to 
make of every non-Mohammedan a 
follower of the Prophet. 

**Pundit Malaviya,” said I, *‘kindly 
tell me whether the cause of Hindu- 
Mosiem tension is due to religious 
customs, and, if not, to what can 
you attribute the strained relations 
between the two communities?”’ 

“That the relations between Hin- 
dus and Mohammedans,” said the 
Pundit with precision, ‘“‘have not 
been as cordial as they ought to be 
is due mainly to irresponsible ele- 
ments.” * 

“*What is the main reason for the 
aisunity?’’ I asked. 4 

*“‘We have,” he answered, “suf- 
fered because of people who were 
bent. on mischief.

HO was the first American 
postman? We have no 
record of his name, his 
birthplace or his family;

Winthrop of Massachusetts. It was 
penned on a blustery D b 

morning, in the year 1672, the Gov- 
ernor, goose-quill in hand, sitting at 





Year’s Day a brave horseman, laden 
with bags of mail, would start out on 
a long and dangerous ride through 
the trackless wilderness to Boston, to 
open the first postal delivery route 
between New York and that city. 
The Governor had announced in a 
proclamation that starting on that

It 
was not until 1847, three years after 
the Post Office had been established 
in a building of its own, that Con- 
gress authorized our first issue of 
stamps. The building was located on 
Nassau Street. It was none other 
than the old Middle Dutch Church! 
Amid the sacred surroundings of its 
simple ecclesiastical architecture 
clerks took up the sacred task of 
handling the mail. A towering sky- 
scraper now occupies the ground

After the new postal delivery route 
had been established our first post- 
man became a great favorite among 
the old and young in the towns and 
villages through which he passed.

Champion Not Licensed. 


It was~pointed out that McTigue. is 
not pow a licensed boxer in this State 
and that because:.of this hé was outside 
the ‘jurisdiction of the Commission. . At 
the same time, however, it was said that 


MeTigue “would be. confronted with 
Tunney’s allenge when: the world’s 
champion applied for. a license to box 
Berlenbach. 

Rickard visited -the offices of the 
Jommission ‘last Friday. and; upon 
emerging, said his visit had to do with 
information. he sought on what cham- 
pions are eligible to box during the in- 
door season. The promoter. would not 
confirm”or deny that he had been ad- 
vised. by. the commission to abandon 
his plans for a . McTigue-Berlenbach 
battle, but the fact that he has already 
started negotiations to conduct a sub- 
stitute card;on Nov. 7 is ‘interpreted as 
substantiating the. information. 

Further substantiation is: had in the 
announcement from a source close to 
McTigue that the world’s champion now 
is planning an extensive tour of” the 
country, bent on a campaign which will 
keep him more. active than he has ever 
been before: ~ This campaign will be in- 
augurated on Wednesday night in Prov- 
idence, R. I., where ‘McTigue has signed 
to’ box Frankie Carpenter of Freeport, 
L. TL, in a twelve-round bout to\a de- 
‘cision, It is understood that McTigue is 
ag i to do all his fighting red 
the oor:; season -naway § from 
York. 


Cancelation Not Unexpected. 


The cancélation of. the McTigue-Ber- 
lenbach bout Was not exactly unexpect- 
ed, § When negotiations for the. watch 
first were instituted the point: was raiset 


that McTigue probably would be com- 
elled ‘to box Tunney,.in his first title 
hot here, in view of the fact that the 
pair were matched last .December for a 
bout that did not materialize because at 
that time McTigue claimed an. injured 
left hand prevented him from boxing. 
At-a special meeting of the commission 
McTigue promised to box Tunney just 
as. soon as his hand would. permit. 

The contract for -this match was 
signed by Joe Jacobs, then manager of 
Subsequéntly Jacobs and Mc-) 
Tigue severed relations and for a con- 
sideration Jacobs relinquished his con- 
tract as manager. The McTigue-Tunney 
situation ranatiy faded from. the pug- 
ilistic hosigan thereafter, and s not 
again brought to. official or public’ at- 
tention until Rickard began negotiations 
for the McTigue-Bérlenbach bout.. Billy 
Gibson, manager of Tunney, protested 
this match to the Commission when the 
board met Jast Tuesday, claiming that 
by reason of the contract entered into 
last December, Tunney was) entitled ‘to 
the first chance at McTigue's title. The 
Commission ruled that the contract had 
expired, but advised Tunney. to issue a 
challenge to McTigue through the board, 
and.to post with. the Commission the 
necessary forfeit of $2,500. This was 
done by Tunney, who was advised the 
Commission would present the challenge 
to McTigue when the world’s champion 
applied for a lidenae.
